It appearing that the code vests 
juris- 


diction in the trialcourt to grant an 


\u25a0 in- 


junction before the entry of judgment, 
and that no provision Is made 
to grant 


an injunction after such 
entry, 
and it 


While itis alleged in plaintiffs' affi- 


davit that there willbe delay in the en- 
try of judgment in this case, 
the records 


of the court disclose 
that 
a 
judgment 


may be 
entered 
immediately, after the 


order staying entry thereof 
is vacated, 


in fact the entry can be 
made in less 


time that It would take plaintiffs to pre- 
pare an order for an injunction 
and the 


necessary 
undertaking. 


In Congee v. Barton, 62 Cal. page 
5, 


it was held that 
a trial court 
had the 


power to change its conclusions 
of law 


upon the 
findings at any. time before 


entry of judgment, and that no judgment 
was final until the same 
was 
recorded. 


Within 
the purview of this 
decision 


there can be no defeated party until the 
entry of judgment. 
Now it wonld be 


an 
anomalous 
condition 
in the law 


which allows a party 
to an action 
to 


apply for an Injunction before judgment, 
to deny him relief because 
the 
judge 


had merely 
announced 
in his opinion 


that he had failed to make 
out a 
case. 


We know 
the 
judges 
frequently 
do 


change their opinions. 
The judge 
may 


have rendered an opinion that a party to 
an action is entitled to judgment 
and 


before the entry of judgment 
or filing 


of findings he may have grave doubts as 
to correctness 
of his 
opinion. 
Cer- 


tainly it can not be said that while thus 
considering the case 
it is within the 


power of such party to commit 
irrepar- 


able injury to the property, unrestrained, 
by any action of the court. 


Our code of civilprocedure Sec. 
527, 


provides 
that an .injunction • may 
be 


granted at any 
time before 
judgment, 


and so far as temporary injunctions 
are 


concerned itmakes 
no distinction' be- 


tween applications made by plaintiffs or 
defendants.

Defendants 
vigorously 
assail 
the 


power of the trial court to grant 
an 
in- 


junction to the defeated party after trial 
and before the entry of judgment, 
but I 


am inclined to the opinion that 'upon 
the showing made 
that 
were 
any 
con- 


siderable time to elapse before the 
en- 


try of the judgment 
herein, 
this court 


should grant the injunction. 


In this condition of the case plaintiffs 


presented an affidavit alleging "that de- 
fendants 
are inpossession of the twenty 


acres of mining property in dispute; are 
actively engaged 
in moving the gold 


bearing gravel from beneath the 
surface 


thereof and converting th3same to their 
use; that'unless restrained by the court 
they willentirely work out the 
body of 


pay gravel in said claim and render , the 
claim valueless to plaintiffs or greatly 
reduce it in value in case 
they 
finally 


prevail in the action; 
that 
there 
will 


be delay in entering 
judgment iin the 


action and that it is 
the,1 purpose .^of 
plaintiffs in-good 
faith -to "prosecute 


this action to a' final 'determination 
to 


the highest court having 
jurisdiction of 


the same."

. After the filingof this application 
for 


an 
injunction the 
judge of this 
court 


prepared and filed findings in this 
case, 


but entry 
of 
judgment 
thereon 
was 


stayed by this court, in order that plain- 
tiffs' motion foran injunction should not 
be prejudiced. 


This action 
went to trial upon the 


merits, and was 
submitted 
to.the court 


for decision, and upon Sept. 
IG, 
1909, 


this court rendered its opinion that both 
plaintiffs and 
defendants 
had 
failed 


to connect 
with the paramount 
title of 


United States in the mining ground and 
that neither was entitled to any relief in 
the action. 
No express 
direction was 


given to either side to prepare 
findings 


in the 
case, 
and the decision jhaving 


been adverse to both parties, 
no action 


was taken by either toward the 
prepara- 


tion of findings or the entry of a siip- 
pulation waivingthe same. 


The 
complaint is in the 
ordinary 


form in an action to quiet title and prays 
for a decree adjudging plaintiffs' to be 
the owners of the property;that defend- 
ants have no interest 
therein 
and 
that 


they be 
debarred 
from assertiug 
any 


claim 
thereto. 
Defendants 
by 
their 


answer deny plaintiffs' ownership and by 
a cross complaint allege title in them- 
selves; that plaintiffs claim an

An injunction by order is a

remedy and temporary in its character. 
It assumes

which all questions are to be settled 
by

judgment,

the judgment is rendered. 
Ifby that a 


permanent 
injunction 
is 
granted

Counsel 
for plaintiff have failed in 


their exhaustve brief to cite, nor have I 
been able in my investigation 
to find a 


single case in which a trial court 
has 


continued in force a preliminary injunc- 
tion for the benefit of a defeated 
party 


on appeal. 


"How long then does the preliminary 


injunction last? We think that the whole 
theory of a preliminary injunction is 
that it is to preserve the rights 
of the 


party until the truth of the . charge 
can 


be regularly 
investigated. 
It is called 


by the code a provisional remedy, 
when 


the truth of the change has been Jinvest- 
igated and a final decree made, 
there 
is 


no longer any 
necessity 
for 
a prelim- 


inary injunction. 
Ithas served its pur- 


pose, and its functions 
cease. 


Lambert vs. Haskell, 
80 
Cal., 
page 


01, was an action involving the liabili- 
ties 
of sureties 
upon 
an 
undertaking 


given to procure a preliminary 
injunc- 


tion. 
In 
discussing 
the 
law of pre- 


liminary injunction in order 
to deter-* 


mining such liability of the 
sureties it 


was said at page (521: 


"In view of the judgment of nonsuit, 


the order dissolving the injunction 
was 


proper; 
the 
latter followed the 
form 


as a matter of course. 
Upon 
the return 


of the case to the court below, the plain- 
tiffwillbe entitled to a renewal 
of 
the 


injunction upon a proper application." 


In Harris vs McGregor, 
29 Cal. 125, 


which was an action to recover damages 
and for a perpetual injunction to prevent 
diversion of certain 
waters 
by defend- 


ant a preliminary injunction was granted 
plaintiff. 
At the trial the court granted, 


a nonsuit, 
and an order was made dis- 


solving the injunction. 
As to this pro- 


cedure the supreme court 
said 
at page 


129: 


"InPrennan vs. Gaston, 
17 Cal. 372, 


plaintiff had brought his action to re- 
cover 
damages 
for trespasses^ 
upon

mining claim and 
also to perpetually 


enjoin defendants 
from future 
trespass. 


The verdict went for the defendants and 
judgment was rendered in their favor for 
costs.

From the 


refusal of the trial judge, to so;amend, 
defendants 
appealed, 
and 
the ..supreme 


court of this state said: 
"The plaintiffs

failed to show 
that they 


have any cause of aciion against the de- 
fendants; and 
failed in their action, 


after trial cannot claim to rest in an in- 
junction which was merely ancillary 
to 


that acion, and a portion of the remedy 
for its successful 
prosecution." 


In Gardner vs. Gardner, 
87 New York 


page 15, 
a preliminary injunction 
has 


been granted on behalf nt plaintiff.

prevailed in the action but in the

decree no mention was made of the

appeals in discussing 
the effect of pre- 


liminary injunctions there said

can be no question" that the injunction

Editorial Column. 


The board of supervisors 
of Calaveras county at their, last 


meeting passed an ordinance changing the retail liquor busi- 
ness in several important respects. 
Apetition has 
been 
be- 


fore that body for some time embodying the principle of local 
option. 
The ordinance providing for the licensing ofsaloons 


has been changed 
to comply with this request. 
The ques 


tion of license or no license willbe submitted to the voters at 
the next general election, and no license to sell intoxicating 
drinks willbe issued thereafter unless the voters of the dis- 
trict concerned have cast a majority vote in favor of license. 
The rate of license remains the same— s2o per quarter. 
As 


the settlement of the license question was the main object 
of 


organizing the supervisors of the three counties 
of Amador, 


Calaveras 
and Tuolumne, we presume there willbe nothing 


more done in the jointconvention business. 


President 
Taft, like several 
of his predecessors 
in the 


White House, indulges the hope of breaking tip the political 
solidarity of the Southern 
states. 
The efforts 
toward 
this 


end have so far proved without result, and it is probable 
that 


the 
attempts 
under 
the 
present 
administration 
will be 


equally unsatisfactory. 
As far as the tariff issue is con- 


cerned the South is gradually draving nearer 
to the repub- 


lican doctrine of protection. 
They 
may 
be 
wedded 
to the 


theory of free trade, but when itcomes to an appeal 
to their 


business 
sense, 
they are 
governed 
by self-interest, 
rather 


then 
abstract 
theory. 
This 
fact is clearly 
brought 
out 


whenever 
tariff duties 
are under 
discussion 
in congress. 


Southern members are as anxious to have the industries 
and 


products oftheir respective constituencies 
brought under the 


protective wings of a high tariffas the republican 
congress- 


men from the North or West. 
The South 
has 
experienced 


the benefits of protection 
under republican 
administrations. 


Ithas builtup their cities, infused life into every branch 
of 


business —in fact created 
industries 
that 
would not have 


been possible under the free trade policy of democracy. 
The 


intelligent classes of the 
South 
cannot 
close 
their eyes 
to 


these things; neither can they explain 
them 
on any other 


hypothesis 
than 
the 
beneficent 
effect, of the 


doctrine of a protective tariff. 6ut the race issue is the par-" 


amount 
one in the South. 
In the states 
of the North, 


Middle West and Pacific Coast the democratic party israpidly 
disappearing. 
Itis littlebetter than the ghost 
of its former 


self, simply because 
the policies for which it stood, and which 


clamored for supremacy 
under the administration 
of Cleve- 


land, have been discredited by the march of events— the 
un- 


paralleled prosperity of the Union under 
the nursing of a 


protective tariff. Butfthe white and black races in the South 


are as wide apart politically as ever. 
They 
cannot 
frater- 


nize on political matters. 
The whites, though 
inferior in 


numerical strength, 
cannot submit to the possibility of being 


dominated 
by the colored 
voters. 
The 
enfranchisement 
of 


the negroes has sharply divided the people of the South. 
It 


is hoped that by dividing the whites politically, the solidity 
of the blacks as supporters 
of the republican 
party might 


also be broken up. 
The problem is the 
most difficult one 


that has faced the nation since the days of the civil war. 
Its 


solution is as perplexing to-day as itever 
was. 


The indications point 
ta xincreased 
activity inmining in 


Amador county. Scarcely a day passes but 
what outside cap- 


italists, either personally or by representatives, 
arc looking 


into some pioposition for investment in mining property 
on 


the mother lode. 
The revival of interest embraces 
the whole 


length of tlio lode, from the Cosumnes 
on the north to the 


Mokelumne river on the south. Two causes are contributing 


to this activity. 
First, the general 
prosperity of the mines 


now in operation, with the prospect 
of increased 
output in 


the future, together with the permanent character of the gold 
ledges. 
And secondly, the waning interest 
and 
consequent 


withdrawal of capital from the Nevada camps. Capitalists are 
begiuniug to realize that 
the main mineral belt of Amador 


county is 
a more inviting field for investment 
than the 


short-lived much-boomed 
camps of the deserts.

Another Sleep Before the Start. 


Wllli n snow charßcd 
blast In our 


faces It wna nullc Impossible for U» 
to start, so we withdrew to the snow 
igloo, entered our luigs nnd slept a few 
hours 
lonjrer. 
Al noon Ihe horizon 


cleared. 
The wind veered (o the south- 


west 
and 
came 
with nn' endurable 


force. 
The dogs hnd been doubly fed 


the night before. 
Tiiey were not to 


be fed nsain for two dnys. 
The 1.200 


pounds of freight were packed on our 
sleds, and quickly we slipped around 
deep grooves In the great pollocrystlc 
floes. 


The snow had been swept from the 


ice by 
the 
force 
of the 
preceding 


storms, and the speed nttnlned by the 
dogs through even rough ice was such 
that It was difficultto keep far enough 
abend to get a good course. 


The crevasses 
nnd pressure lines gave 


littletrouble at first, but the hard Ir- 
regularity 
of the bnred Ice offered a 


dangerous 
surface 
for the life of our 


sleds, 
passing 
through 
blue 
gorges 


among 
miniature 
mountains 
of sea 


Ice. 
On a 
course 
slightly 
west of 


north we soon gnnk the bold headland 
which raises 
the 
northern 
point of 


Helbcfg Island. 


Camp I*Pitched. 


After a run of twenty-six miles we 


pitched camp on a floe berg of unusual 
height. 
There 
were many big hum- 


mocks about, to the lee of which were 
great banks of hardened snow. 
Away 


from land it Is always more difficult 
to find snow suitable for cutting build- 
Ing blocks, but here was an abundance 
conveniently placed. 
In tbe course of 


an hour a comfortable palace of crys- 
tal was erected, and into It we crept 
out of the piercing wind. 
The first 


day's. march over the clreumpolar sea 
was closed with n good record. 


The dogs curled up and went to sleep 


without a call, ns If they knew there 
would be no food until the morrow. 
My wild companions 
covered 
their 


faces with their convenient 
long nafr 


and sank quietly into a comfortable 
slumber, but for me sleep 
was quite 


impossible. 
Letters must be written. 


The whole problem of our campaign 
must be again carefully 
studied and 


final plans mnst be made not only to 
reach our ultimate destination, but for 
the returning parties and for the secu- 
rity of the things at Armootok. 


Impossible to Foretell Return. 
. It was difficult at tuts time to even 


guess 
at the probable line of our re- 


turn 
to land. 
Much depended 
upon 


condltlous encountered 
iv the north- 


ward 
route. 
Though 
we had 
loft 


caches of supplies, with the object of 
returning 
along:; Nnnsen 
sound 
Into 


CannOn 
fiord and over Arthur Land. 
Ientertained grave doubts of our abil- 
ity to return this way. If the Ice 
drifted strongly to the east we might 
not be given the chofce of working oHt 
our own return. 
In that eveut 
we 


would be carried perhaps 
helplessly to 


Greenland 
and 
must 
seek 
a return 


either along the east coast or the west 
coast. 


This driftdid not offer a dangerous 


hardship, 
for'the musk 
oren would 


keep us alive to tbe west, and to the 
east Itseemed possible to reach Shan- 
non island, where the Baldwiti-Zlegler 
expedition 
had 
abandoned 
a 
large 


cache of supplies. Itappeared not im- 
probable also that a large land exten- 
sion might offer a safe return much 
farther west. 


Francke's 
Instructions. 


Because of this uncertainty Francke 


was instructed to wait until June 5, 
1908, and ifwe did not return he was 
told to place Koolootingwah in charge 
and go home either by ttte> whalers or 
by the Danish ships to tbe south. 


No relief which be could offer would 


help us. and to wait for an Indefinite 
time alone would have inflfeted a need- 
less 
hardship. 
This and many other 


Instructions 
were prepared 
for Koo- 


lootlngwab and Inuglto to take back. 


In the morning the frost, in crystals 


had been swept from the air. but there 
remained a humid chill which pierced 
to the bones.

A light air came from

After a few hours" march the ice 


changed 
in character.

their dogs, bo iliwjr^colunteci'ed to push 
along iinot her day without dog food. 


Return of tho Helpero. 


On the next day. withincreasing dif- 


ficulties In some 
troublesome 
Ice, we 


camped 
after 
making 
only 
sixteen 


miles. Here a small snow house 
was 


built, and from here, after disposing of 
n pot of steaming musk ox loins and 
broth, followed by a double brew of 
tea. our last helpers returned. 


With empty sleds nnd hungry dogs 


they hoped to reach land In one. long 
dny'd travel. Rut this would make the 
fourth day without food for their dogs, 
nnd In case of storm or moving ice 
other days of famine might easily fall 
to their lot. 
They bad. however, an 


abundance 
of dogs and might sacrifice 


a few for ttie benefit of tbe others, as 
we must often do. 


wwas at its lowest, there was littlewind, 
aand with nil tibundauoe of fresh meat 
aand also 
fat 
for fuel the life In the 
ssnow house* proved fairly comfortable.

The 
Ice 
in 
Eureka 
iind

ssounds 
proved fairly smooth, and lons 
mmarches 
were made. 
With an abun- 


ddance of km me—musk oxen, bears and 
hhares— we found It quite unnecessary 
tto use the supplies taken from Green-

Caches of food and ammunition 


wwere left along Heiberg island for the 
rreturn. 
WWilling Savage 
Hands. 
TThus we managed 
to keep in same 
ttrails and Ui excellent fighting trim to 
ttoe end oP known lands. 
Camping in 
tthe chill of tb« frowning din's of the 
nnorthernmost 
e»)nsr 
(Svarlevogt. 
we

looked out over the heavy ice of the 
ppolar seas 
through 
eyes 
which had 
bbeen hardened- to the worst of polar 
eenvironments. 
TThere wits at band an abundance 
of 
ssupplies, 
witli willing savage

in overfed pelts, but for a greater cer- 
ttainty of action over the unknown re- 
ggions beyoud 
1 resolved to reduce
